Want to buy a watch cheap? A mink coat, 
a bicycle, a diamond rinr;/ or a motorboat? 
Then contact your Police Department to learn 
when the annual auction takes place of prop¬ 
erty seized in the homes of fences and thieves, 
but which was never claimed by the robbery 
victims. The money made from the sale goes 
to the Departments Pension Fund, 

The police of each city usually run their 
auctions like New Yorks. The procedure may 
vary, but the overall idea is the same. In New 
York, for instance,iiie auction is held In the 
Line-up Room at Headquarters, where pros¬ 
pective buyers may examine the merchandise 
as they study their catalogues, which are 
prefaced by words of caution: "Terms cash. 
No checks accepted. Property not guaranteed, 
and sold as Is, Absolutely no refunds. AH sales 
final// ; 

Bargain-hunting dealers usually vie with 
customers in bidding. But their experience 
sometime : loses out'to an amateur’s deter¬ 
mination, When a jeweler, not long ago, bid 
for a heart-shaped wiEstwatch, which he hoped 
to sell in his store, a young man raised the 
sum enough to get tire watch for his fiancee.
